MIAMI (AP) — PBI agents 
have raided the headquarters of 
a militantly anti-Castro group- 
13 days after a high-level U.S. 
government decision that exile 
raids on Cuba must stop. 
Six F B I agents armed with 
search warrants in Spanish and 
English staged the raid Monday 
on the offices of the group, 
called Alpha 66 in the Little Ha­ 
vana section of Miami. 
The F B I would not comment 
on the action. 
Diego Medina, press officer 
for Alpha BU said the agents ap­ 
parently were looking for guns 
and ammunition but found none. 
Medina said they seized some 
water 
canteens, 
military-type 
belts and some papers. 
Two upper echelon federal of­ 
ficials were in Miami May 15 to 
pass word among exile groups 
that the U.S. government will 
henceforth strictly enforce its 
neutrality laws. 
Federal law' forbids use of 
United States territory to launch 
military expeditions against a 
foreign country. 
“ We have violated no law. 
Our expeditions set out from 
soil outside the United States," 
Medina said.

The cereal leaf beetle has 
made its presence known in 
Pickaway County small grain 
fields the past few days. 
This 
particular 
bettle 
has 
caused 
serious 
small 
grain 
damage in Asia for many years. 
In recent years it has moved 
into the United States and now 
to Pickaway County. 
The damage 
to 
oats 
and 
wheat will likely show up as 
an apparently frosted area with 
the white tips on the leaves. 
Both the adult and the larvae 
chew long strips of plant tissue 
between 
the 
longitudal 
leaf 
veins. Oat seedings may die 
from severe feeding by this 
insect. 
# * • 
WHEAT 
damage may 
be 
limited to those fields that are 
late. 
The 
earlier 
maturing 
wheat plants will not be at­ 
tractive to the cereal leaf beetle 
since they prefer younger, more 
tender plants. 
The cereal leaf beetle feeds 
on several different plants, such 
as wheat, oats, barley, rye, com 
and several grasses. However, 
economic concern only exists on 
oats and wheat. 
To determine if fields need 
control 
measures 
a fanner 
should "'alk into the field and 
carefully count the number of 
larvae on 20 stems, make at 
least five different counts. 
It takes at least an average 
of two larvae per stem to justify 
insecticidal 
treatment. 
Sevtn 
and 
malathion 
are 
both 
recommended for control and 
should be applied according to 
the label.

NEW YORK (AP) — Most 
people think of a vice president 
as the No. 2 man in an organiza­ 
tion. But you must realty have 
to try harder if you’re a V.P. at 
a place like Bankers Trust Co.

Bankers Trust boasts what 
has to be one of the longest lists 
of vice presidents of any corpo­ 
rate entity in the country — it 
includes nearly 300 names. 
Why would any managment 
setup include 300 vice presi­ 
dents?

ize and

changed,”

spokesman said. "As a conse­ 
quence, responsibilities are del­ 
egated along a broader spec­ 
trum. Various departments and 
divisions are more autonomous, 
and the men who head them are 


given titles commensurate with 
their responsibilities.” 
The banking fraternity is far 
more likely to have large num­ 
bers of vice presidents than in­ 
dustrial concerns. 
General Motors, the world’s 
largest private industrial firm, 
has a modest four executive 
V.P.'s and 31 regular vice presi­ 
dents. 
At 
Gcnerial 
Electric 
there 
are 63 vice presidents, exclud­ 
ing a number of regional vice 
presidents. But then GE doesn't 
have a president; it’s chairman 
and three vice chairmen share 
in running the company. 
One-product company or di­ 
versified giant, the vice presi­ 
dent can fill various manage­ 
ment needs. 
Booz. Allen & Hamilton, a 
consulting 
firm 
which helps 
streamline thousands of corpo­ 
rate managements, has about 


400 employes, more than KH) of 
whom have the vice president's 
title. 
A banker suggested that in­ 
dustry has fewer vice presidents 
because it chooses to call them 
something else — division direc­ 
tor, for instance. 
But the point is that being a 
vice president does sound more 
impressive than being a division 
director. 
And despite the fact that the 
tribe has increased, there is still 
glamor, prestige and money at­ 
tached to the title. 
"Sharing the title with a hun­ 
dred other guys doesn’t take the 
gloss off it,” an assistant vice 
president of a New York bank 
explained. "I d love to be one 
and my wife would love me to 
be one and my mother, w ho has 
always known I’m exceptionally 
talented, would love me to be 
one.”

1970. 
Social 
Security payments to the 26.2 
million beneficiaries on the rolls 
at the end of January, 1971 and 
to those who become eligible 
after that date would be in­ 
creased by 5 per cent across- 
the-board. This means an ad­ 
ditional $1.7 billion in benefit 
payments in 1971. 
The 
amount 
a 
beneficiary 
under age 72 may earn in a 
year and still be paid full Social 
security benefits for the year 
would be increased from the 
present level of $1,680 to $2,000. 
From $2,000 to $3,200 per year, 
there would be a reduction of 
$1 for each $2 earned. 
Under present law, a widow’s 
benefit applied for at age 62 
or later is equal to 82‘/ii per 
cent of the prim ary insurance 
amount of the wage earner. Ail 
actuarially reduced benefit may 
be received by a widow at age 
60. Under the bill a widow or 
widower will be entitled to a 
benefit equal to IOO per cent 
of 
the 
primary 
insurance 
amount, if first applied for at 
age 65 or later. Benefits applied 
for between age 62 and 65 would 
be 
proportionately 
increased 
over the present 82* a per cent 
rate according to the age of 
the applicant at the time of 
a p p l i c a t i o n . In addition, 
widowers under age 62 would 
be granted the same privilege 
of applying for benefits on an 
actuarially reduced basis 
as 
now applies to widows. 
Under present 
law, 
women 
may receive benefits at age 62 
while men must wait until age 
65. This difference is eliminated 
so that all will be eligible for 
benefits at age 62. Also con­ 
tained in the bill are provisions 
p e r t a i n i n g 
to 
support 
requirements 
f o r 
divorced 
women, 
childhood 
disability 
benefits 
and 
health 
care 
benefits. 
In order to pay for the in­ 
crease in benefits, the tax and 
benefit base will be increased 
from $7,800 to $9,000 a year, 
starting January I, 1971. The

rate will be increased from 4.8 
per cent to 6.0 per cent by 1975.

Voids Uniform

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court decided

Donnie spun the first day In* 
went out on his rookie test. It 
was a good lesson for him. Ile 
told me later he was confused 
because some officials told him 
to run with two wheels below 
the yellow line, which actually 
is way below the groove. 
Donnie didn’t know how fast 
he was going when he went into 
the corner and tried to keep his 
left wheels too low and 
that’s 
when he lost it. If he had run 
at any speed on the track tie- 
fore, he would have known you 
can’t go fast down there. 
He lost it again later but that 
time it was a real windy day. 
He zipped down in the third cor­ 
ner flat out. There’s a gap be­ 
tween the grandstands in the 
third corner and the wind can 
play all sorts of funny tricks on 
you there. 
The wind caught Donnie and 
moved him out of the groove 
and he jerked the wheel to the 
left real quick to correct it. I 
knew when I saw his tire marks 
afterwards what had happened. 
You see, stock car drivers 
can let the rear end of their 
cars hang way out on tile big 
oval tracks — we call it run­ 
ning loose — but you can’t do 
that in one of our championship 
cars. These cars react a lot 
quicker. 
When you jerk the 
wheel of a championship car, 
you might as well get set, be­ 
cause you’re going to find the 
rear end leading you around 
the race track. 
I told Donnie that I get out 
of the groove at least once 
every three or four hot laps and 


it scares me every time. I told 
him I just let tin* ear go where 
it wants to go. 
At Indy, you have to go into 
the corners real low, then get 
the car back out to the wall be­ 
tween the short chutes as quick 
as possible. Heck, if you don’t, 
there’s no way you can run 
fast. 
Actually, i’ve been so close to 
the wall, I’ve flinched a hun­ 
dred times. I get so close, I just 
know I’m gonna hit. I just 
scrunch up my shoulders and 
wait to see. I get a funny feel- 
ing in my stomach. My next lap 
is always slower, I’m sure! 
The more laps you nm at 
Indy, the better off you are, 
I’ve been running Firestone tire 
tests here for quite some time 
and that extra experience has 
certainly helped mc in learning 
what to do and what not to do 
at this old place. 
Hey! It’s a tough race track! 
The 
biggest 
mistake 
rookies 
make is thinking they can come 
up here for the first time and 
run as fast as anybody. Nine 
times out of ten, they don’t have 
the equipment to do that. 
Now, I’m not down on rookies 
or anything like that. Every 
driver has to start some place 
but new drivers can be a great 
handicap in the race. The track 
always gets oily and slick and 
that makes it a whole new ball 
game. 
You have to know which driv­ 
ers you can really race with at 
Indy, and you’d best find out be­ 
fore the green flag falls. I’ll tell 
you more about that tomorrow*.
